and a great deale of holy care and diligence was vied: But 
a lietle /eauen corrupteth the whole maſſe; and a new patth 
marreth an o/4garment.It was freſh in all their memories 
thaethe Phe/;/tims new Cart and Kine,returned this Arke 
miraculouſly after /euer moneths captiuity : and they 
madeno doubt but this new Cart ofzheirs, which of par- 
poſe they had prouided,was as goodas that,or better, and 
oxen ateeme farre more /tazde, then the mi/ch kine that 
then drew it, which performed it with re/uctancie, lowing 
for their calves, In this deaice they might much pleaſe 
themſelues,as more comperdzous and eafre, then the car- 
71age on men ſhoulders,eſpecially ſo long a zourney, and 
thinke it, by the former exent,to be approued allo of Grd. 
But ſoone they found their errowr by wofull experience:

What ſhall we ſay then of thoſe ( Beloued)who make 
in poxpe,to deceiue the credulous gezers, and perſwade 
them to beleewe, that the Church was neuer there, where 
ſhe ſhewednotalwayes a g/orioms out-ſide_, The world 
can witnefſe whata ſtirre the Romiſhfatorshaue kept of 
late ,to iuſtifie their whore of Babylon, not by faith, (T 
warrant you) but by this externall vi/ibilitie, and dil- 
card all other Congregations from being Churches;which 
oppreſſed heretofore, (eſpecially by their tyra7»y) in the 
&es of the world haue not bin ſo conſpicuos. This mo t

ſo often,{o throughly,by ſo many diſcuſſed, on our ſide, to 
the confuſion of all oppoſites, and fatiſfattion of the vn- 
partialh they reinforce now againe , as a new invention 
neuer heard of am6glt vs, before in moſt of their paphlers 
and parlies: notfor any ho/d (Tam perfwaded) they finde 
init themſclues; butas the laſt cavillto hold out plea be- 
fore their ſeduced Proſelites: who, ifitwerenot & ſome 
ſuch goodly retentiues, would be alwayes fitting from 
them, For what can be more zmpertinent and prepoſte- 
r0x,then when the queſt;0x is concerning Dotrine and 
D:ſcipline, whereby a true Church may be diſcerned from 
afalſe, to intangle the buſineſſe with per/onall ciream- 

ſtances, and knots of ftorie,and Chronologie , which either 
for want of certain enidence may proue vndeterminable; 
or cleared to the #9, make nothing to the purpoſe? 

For, ſuppoſe we had zo certainty of our predeceſſours 
before Luther, (as ouroppoſires haue ahvayes taken the 

ftrifteſt comrſe that we ſhould not) is itnot ſufficient wee 

finde by the vdoubted word of God, we are in the right 3 
from which,all Churches had their ox2g7nall,(as their own 
Marinarits tells them roundly in the Council of Trent ) 
and mult be regrmed when corruptions grow intollera- 
ble. Now they that reforme according to this Ru/e,cre&t 
not a ew Church,but corre& enormous novelties, or in-' 
wveterate deformities inthe 014, When good King Eze- 


kiah purged the Temple from all uncleanneſſe,in the Olde? mp 


Teſtament, andour Saviovn from bayers and ſel- 
ters, inthe New : May they be ſaid to haue ſetvpa New 
Temple,or rather reduced the O/de to it's ancient luſtre 3 
The reforming ofRomith 24://als, Port: ficals,Ceremont- 


als,and Breviaries , according to Trent-Conſlitutions, 
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hathnot hatched vs(I trow)a new maſſe of Cat holiciſoee. 
For if Bellarmines poſition be paſſable , 7pſa Chriſt; Eccle- 
fa non fuit nova reſpettu Iudaice, ſed ſolum mutatio que- 
dam ftaths Ecclefie;Denotis Ecclel.1. 4.c.5.Chriſtianitie 
ehanged not the Churches ſubſtance but the condition only 
from\hat which it had in the Jewiſh Synagogues : why 
may wee not rather tell them;vpon the ſame grounds, 
Thatour preſent Church,compared with that ons  fore- 
fathers before Luthers Reformation; Nom eft nova, ſed 
tantum mutatio quedan ſfiaths Ecclefie; The place the 
ſame; the caſe altered: the good graine reſerned in the 
ſame floore , thechaffe and darnellonely fanned away. 
Were itnot pecuiſhneſſe here to imagine, that one 4rke 
ſhould become zwo,becauſc here it is ſhakex by the beaſts 
that drew it; but afterward convayed more ftaidly on the 
ſboulders of the Lewrtes ? Forged ſuppoſutions are poore 
grounds to make men ſee their errours, Firſt let them cor- 
vince vs that our Church is new, and ef/entially different 
from that of our predeceſſors before Luther, and then we 
ſhall caſtabour to frame her a gexea/ogze accordingly.
